pounds.

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Another Boost tor Inflation 


When the Democratic majority in Con- 


gress refused to lift the 4V4 per cent inter- 
' est ceiling on long term government- bonds, 
it did so deliberately in the hope of using 
the complicated "business of financing the 
. federal debt for political purposes. On the 
face of the proposition it appeared that it 
would be able to point with pride to the 
fact that it had refused to permit an in- 
crease in the interest rate. It also knew that 
the interest "rates would be set in the 
market place and that they would rise. In 
this combination of events the Democrats 
hoped to point to the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration as the friend of the bankers and the 
money lenders. 


Recently some such blatherskites have 


been going about the country pointing to 
Eisenhower as the man who brought pros- 
perity to the bankers. In fact Mr. Eisen- 
hower has. no control over the interest 
rates to be paid for money. Likewise, Con- 
gress has no control over the rates. How- 
ever, some members of Congress would like 
to have it appear that they were striving to 
maintain the ceiling.when the President 
raised it in spite of their efforts. 


This is the biggest fake political issue 


it is possible to imagine. It is important that 
the public understand just what is taking 
place for it is the public and the public 
alone that can bring Congress to its, senses 
and end this inflationary threat. 


Under the law, the federal government 


cannot pay more than 4»/4 per cent interest 
on long term loans. In the present state of 
the money market people simply will not 
lend money for long terms at 4% per cent. 
Thus it becomes necessary for the federal 
government to borrow money on a short 
term basis. It can borrow short term money 
because there is no ceiling on the interest 
rate. However, in order to get short term 
money the government has been forced to 
offer 5 per cent. Thus Congress' balky re- 
fusal to lift the 4% per cent rate was no 
protection to the public whatever. It has 
been pointed out by reliable authorities 


that the government might very well have 


' borrowed money.on a long term basis for 


somewhat more'than 4% per cent but still 
less than 5 per. cent if Congress had 
. granted permission. . 


While the government has in fact ob- 


tained the money it needed by paying the 
somewhat higher interest rate, and prob- 
ably at a greater expense than would have 
been necessary had Congress acted prop- 
erly, it nevertheless still is in trouble be- 
cause financing so huge a debt entirely on 
a short term" basis is an awkward business 
requiring a great deal of work and expense. 
As the Wall Street Journal recently pointed 
out, this huge borrowing, all on short term 
basis, has the effect of driving short term 
interest rates higher than they would be 
otherwise. 


This government borrowing will become 


more difficult, the Journal points out, when 
private borrowers seek new funds for busi- 
ness purposes. While the steel strike has 
temporarily reduced the demand for short 
term money by business, it is also reducing 
the tax income of the federal government 
and thus making it necessary for the gov- 
ernment to borrow still more money. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States declares that commercial 
banks are the principal purchasers of the 
short term bonds and for each dollar a com- 
mercial bank has in bonds it can conceiva- 
bly make up to five dollars in loans under 
the federal reserve rules. Thus the addi- 
tional buying power created by these loans 
is inflationary. In contrast, the chamber 
says, many of the long term bonds would 
ordinarily be bought by investors and sav- 
ers. Such bonds are not inflationary since 
they do not go into the possession of com- 
mercial banks and serve as a basis for ad- 
ditional credit. 


That is the answer to the Democratic 


members of Congress who now are charg- 
ing the administration with raising inter- 
est rates to the advantage of the bankers 
and the money lenders.

many diseases and many ways of protecting 
people against the spread of disease. Nev- 
ertheless, the health worker knows well no 
one can afford to be careless even though 
it may appear at times that certain diseases 
have been completely eliminated. 


Vaccination against smallpox has been 


known to be effective for many years but 
when any locality neglects it for a time 
new casqs break out. Only a few-years ago 
there was talk of closing some of the tuber- 
culosis sanatoriums in Wisconsin because 
it was felt the disease had been brought un- 
der control The most recent report on tu- 
berculosis in Wisconsin indicates, however, 
that this disease .still is a dangerous en- 
emy of mankind. The number of patients 
treated for tuberculosis in Wisconsin in 
1957 totaled 3,320. There was a slight de- 
cline to 3,298 in 1958. -Reported cases in 
1957 totaled 1,271 and the new cases in 
1958, 1,208. The news is favorable in that 
both the total number of cases treated and 
the new cases reported were slightly less in

1958 than in 1957. However, the number of 
new cases reported is substantial. That 
means no one can afford to neglect the 
usual precautions necessary in the early 
detection and treatment of this disease. 


The new methods of treating tubercu- 


losis have reduced the time required for 
treatment and improved the likelihood of 
the patient's recovery. These facts should 
encourage people to use the new treatment 
and to join public health workers in fur- 
ther reducing the toll. Nevertheless, human 
beings being what they are, it is probable 
that the news of better treatment and more 
certain cures will have the customary re- 
sult of building up complacency and bring- 
ing about neglect of treatment. 


This is regrettable but it probably ex- 


plains why Wisconsin taxpayers still are 
spending about $5,000,000 a year for the 
hospital care of TB patients. This charge 
could be greatly reduced if the public gave 
the health workers 100 per cent coopera- 
tion in their campaigns to discover tuber- 
culosis early and treat it early. 


This raises some interesting questions. 


Do all the trees produce the same number 
and sizes of oranges? How do the quart 
takes between Republican and Democratic 
governors tally up?

They Always Accept Cash 


Many Americans have been told by al- 


leged authorities that foreign school sys- 
tems are far superior to that of the United 
States. But no\v comes word that the Ford 
Foundation has set up a grant of $290,000 
for international schools so that American 
youngsters studying overseas don't get 
shortchanged educationally. 


Approximately 18,000 American chil- 


dren are going to foreign schools, principal- 
ly because of parental assignment or work 


in other countries. The Ford money is to 
be used to recruit competent teachers and 
administrators, to set up a curriculum ad- 
visory committee and program, an educa- 
tional material purchasing center, and a 
field service to prowl around organizing 
new schools or attending to specific needs. 


Apparently foreign schools do not have 


all the answers in education. Surely the 
Ford Foundation wouldn't spend that mon- 
ey to provide inferior educational stand- 
ards.

ance to perform tasks that 
formerly required a good 


deal 
of manpower. 
The 


steady increase in automa- 
tion has been the cause for 
apprehension among work- 
ing people and their leaders 
and it is easy to understand 
why. 


It is interesting and en- 


couraging, therefore, to find 


. instances in which employ- 


ers and employes are get- 
ting together to set up pro-, 
grams by which workers apt 
to be replaced by automa- 
tion may be retrained for 
other jobs. It is good sense 
and a tribute to the good will 
and foresight of all concern- 
ed. It is always gratifying, 
too, when management and 
labor cooperate for the com- 
mon good.

es.The "war in the West" 
.got underway on Feb. 16, 
when Grant swept into Fort 
Donelson and Memphis was 
captured. In March and 
April, divisions of Grant's 
army under Sherman mov- 
ed east with Corinth, Miss., 
as the eventual target. ' 
Farther east out of Mur- 


freesboro, Tenn., Gen. O. M. 
Mitchell with Gen. George H. 
Thomas' army was probing 
into eastern Tennessee with 
squads of loyal Tennesseeans 
burning railroad bridges.

April 11, Mitchell captured 
Huntsville and straddled the 
Memphis and Charleston. On 
the 12th he sent troops in 
trains to take Decatur, Ala., 
and the bridge over the Ten- 
nessee river there. The mis- 
sion was accomplished. 


Wisconsin Troops 


He then accompanied troops 


under Gen. Joshua Sill, then 
a colonel in whose command 
were several Wisconsin com- 
panies, in make-shift armored 
train northeast to secure Ste- 
vensville and the important 
bridge there.

Ran After Train 


When the "General" roared 


out of the depot. Fuller and 
Murphy gave chase on foot. 
The recruits merely raised a 
great cry. For 2J miles the two 
ran until they found a hand- 
car.

graph wire at Moon's Station, 
where their purusers picked up 
the handcar, and continued on 
to Etowah and picked up some 
tools and thfn took on wood at 
Cassville.

To Your Good Health 
Nervous Condition Common 
Cause of Low Blood Sugarv 


By Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 


'Dear Dr. Molner: Is it true 


that if you have low blood su- 
gar, you should not eat any 
sugar because 
the 
body is 


producing too 
much insulin? 
Is there any 
medication ~to 
raise the blood 
sugar?— Mrs. 
M.M. 


Low blood 


sugar (the op- 
posite of dia- Dr. Molner 
betes) sounds as though it 
ought to have the opposite 
treatment — eating more su- 
gar. But it does't work out 
that way, and I'll tell you 
why. 


Insulin is produced by little 


bits of tissue called islets in 
the pancreas. If they don't 
produce enough, you 
don't 


lave enough insulin to bal- 
ance the sugar you eat, and 
tlie asnwer is to reduce sugar 
n your diet. 
With low blood sugar, there 


are various causes, but all of 
them are probably related to 
.he pancreas 
releasing too 


much insulin. 


Causes Vary 


One cause, but a rare one, 
s a tumor of the pancreas. 
Sometimes, and also not too 
common, some disorder of the 
iver and perhaps the gallblad- 
der is involved. Of the pitui- 
tary and thyroid glands may 
not be as active 
as 
they 


should, and hence do not op- 
pose the insulin's action suf- 
iciently. 


But the most common cause 


of low blood sugar is a ner- 
vous condition which causes 


consistently on the low side, 
or whether there is a sudden 
dip sometime during the day. 
The pattern is very revealing 
to your doctor, but let's not 
bother with the details of that. 
It's pretty technical. 


What is important is an- 


swering your question: Why 
does not eating sugar help 
control low blood sugar? 


Stimulates Pancreas 


The answer is this: Sugar 


stimulates 
the pancreas to 


greater activity. (With diabe- 
tes, however, the 
pancreas 


simply can't respond, so a di- 
abetic must limit the sugar 
he eats.) 


The patient with low blood 


sugar, however, has an ac- 
tive pancreas. If he eats su- 
gar, more insulin is produced 
—and the sugar is burned up 
even faster. 


So the answer is to eat lit- 


tle sugar, and little starch 
since the body swiftly burns 
starch into sugar. Rather, the 
patient eats protein (lean 
meat, 
fish, 
cheese, • dairy 


products, etc.) 


The protein provides 
the 


necessary body - building ele- 
ments, but is converted only 
slowly 
into sugars. Small, 


fairly frequent eating of pro- 
tein gives the body healthy 
strength without producing 
excess free sugar which will 
incite the pancreas to produce 
too much insulin. 


Invariably the Iow-bloo9 su- 


gar patient is of £he nervous 
type, often a heavy smoker, 
usually a good worrier. So 
sedatives to ease the nervous 
tension are important. 


There are 
a 
few drugs 


(adrenalin, cortisone, gluca- 


eithcr production of insulin or gen) which will raise the 


blood sugar level, but in the 
too-rapid use of sugar. 


How can 
you tell which 


cause is at work? A series of 
blood sugar readings shows 
whether the blood sugar is 


average case these are im- 
practical for one reason or an- 
other. 
Generally 
the 
best 


treatment is based on eating 
plenty of protein and little su- 
gar, and relying to a reason- 
able degree on sedatives.

As Production Might Grows, Peasants' Lot 


Worsens, Authentic Reports Indicate

Hong Kong — The Stalin- 


ism of Mao Tse-tung differs 
from the Stalinism of Josef 
Stalin "in two 
ways. On one 
h a n d , the 
screws have 
been put on 
more-"gradual- 
ly On^the oth- 
er hand, the 
lot of China 
now 
appears 


to "* be

more terrible

than the lot of Russia at the 
grimmest period of Stalin's 
forced industrialization pro- 
gram. 


The way the screws have 


been put on is easily seen, in 
the Peking government's own 
published figures for capital 
investment from 1952 to the 
present. In 1952, the total in- 
vestment—primarily in heavy 
industry, of course—was 3.7 
billion yuan. The next .year, 
it almost exactly 
doubled, 


reaching 7.5 billion yuan. 


It increased only slightly in 


1955; but in 1956, it rose very 
steeply to 13.8 billion yuan. 
And a second slight increase 
in 1957 was followed by a sec- 
ond gigantic rise, to 26.7 bil- 
lion yuan, in 1958. 


The unanimous testimony 


of all the escapees and refu- 
gees indicates these vertigin- 
ous rises in the government's 
capital 
expenditures 
were

was once more reorganized in 
1958, in the huge world labor 
camps called people's com- 
munes. 
Again, the testimo- 


ny is emphatic that this new 
organization was accompan- 
ied by another sharp drop in 
the level of life. The combina- 
tion of this final plunge with 
the huge state investment 
hardly can 
cidence.

ner, has cardinal political sig- 
nificance. In Russia, the peas- 
ants were left in almost un- 
distured possession of their

In China, in contrast, the

Beginning with their 
"mutual aid" teams, the state 
kept up the pressure until the 
order was given for full col- 
lectivization in 1955. The in- 
creases , in the state's take 
from the product of the land 
were also made in stages, 
with the biggest increases in 
1955 and 1958. These are the 
reasons, no doubt,. why the 
only peasant 
resistance 
to 


date has been passive resist- 
ance. 


Growth Exists 


Meanwhile, it must be not- 


ed, the sacrifices demanded 
of the Chinese people have 
not been altogether vain sac- 
rxifices. Prof. 
Chohming LI 


of the University of Califor- 
nia has authoritatively 
set 


forth the reasons for not tak- 
ing all the Chinese commu- 
nist 
claims 
of industrial 


growth 
at face value. 
But 


Prof. Li and all other compe- 
tent students of the problem 
agree that Communist Chi- 
na's industrial growth, though 
less than claimed, has still 
been very important. Steel 
output, for instance, may well 
have risen from 1,349,000 tons 
in 1952 to 8,000,000 
tons in 


1958. And the target for this 
.year is no less than 12,000,- 
000 tons. 


The central drama of 


last 12 months has been 


the 
the 


decision to continue as before. 
The pressure on the peasant- 
ry is not to be relaxed. The 
state's share of the product ol 
the land is not to be reduced. 
The rate of investment in in- 
dustrialization is to be main- 
tained at the same high level, 
mainly at the expense of the 
masses. This winter looks like 
being the worst yet for mil- 
lions of Chinese farmers. 


v There are 
strong 
signs, 


however, that this decision to 
continue as before is causing 
the worst inner strains Chi- 
nese communism has experi- 
enced. Some kind of show- 
down seems to be approach- 
ing.

carbon monoxide in the blood 
of fire victims is under con- 
sideration by the state fire 
marshal's office, a letter to 
Coroner 
Bernard H. Kemps 


indicates. 


William D. Rossiter, chief 


of the fire marshal division, 
asked Kemps his opinion on 
the device, pointing out that 
the $40 kit probably could not 
be purchased by the average 
coroner, since it would be 
used rarely in any one coun- 
ty. 


However, Rossiter writes, 


the state's fire marshals cov- 
er from eight to 15 counties 
each and the kit probably 
would be used frequently by 
them.

To the trained eye, there are 


many signs to determine the 
care and attention which has 
been given to a home. One of 
these is the condition of mortar 
in the joints of a brick home. If 
mortar is loose and crumbly 
chances are the entire house, 
inside and out,'has been ne- 
glected. 


There are many reasons for 


keeping bricks well mortared, 
but the danger of leaks is per- 
haps the most important, as 
water which works its way 
through loose bricks may well 
damage interior walls 
and 


floors. 


If the need exists, almost 


any home handyman can tuck- 
point a brick home. Time may 
be deterrent if the job is a big 
one, 
but, 
fortunately, 
the 


work can be spread over sev- 
eral weeks or even months. 


1 First Step 


The first step is to remove 


all loose mortar from between 
the bricks. This may be done 
with a stiff, wire brush.

dust out the joints with a softer 
brush.
